The following letter appears in the New Yoik
Evening Post :

New York. June 14, 1853.
To the Editors of the Evening Post. :

ISms : A report has apppnred in several pnpers that
Amin Bey, who visited the United States a few month?
since as an aent of the Turkish Sultan, was an im-

postor. The following statement may place the mat-
ter in a hetter light. On my last voyage to the Med-
iterranean I received a letter from the minister resi-
dent (Mr Marsh) at Constantinople, informing me
that he had applied to the Sublime Porte to send an
agent of the Turkish government to the United States,
for the purpose of visiting the docks, navy yards, arid
arsenals, and to gain other information in relation to
this country; and that he (Mr. Marsh) had pledged
the Turkish government a free passage for him,
(Amin Bey.) and that if I refused him a passage it
would place the legation in a very delicate position
He added " that Amin Bey, f sent, would meet me
at Spezzia." At the request of Mr. Marsh I gave
Amin Bey a passage to the United States; Previous
to our arrival, Mr. Webster, then Secretary of Sale.
applied to Congress for $10,000 ti defray Amin Bey's
expenses while in the United Slates ; which sum was
appropriated About $4-50- was paid for this pur-
pose, and tbe remainder has since been returned to
the treasury. On the return of Amin Bey to Con
stantinople bis rank was increased, and he was placed
in charge of the naval school at Princess Islands, in
the sea of Marmora. The young man Hassan, who
came with him, is a lieutenant, commanding a brig in
the Turkish navy.

No one can for a moment suppose that Mr. Marsh,
for any purpose whatever, would impose upon his
own Government. It is well known, no matter what-
ever side of the political questions of the day he may
have adopted, that be is a high-minde- d gentleman,
and has a reputation to preserve, and that he would
take some pains to do so. He is now absent from the
country, and as Amin Bey came in the ship I com-
manded, I give a statement of the facts relating to
him which have passed under my notice, and with
which I am acquainted. The gentleman who has
been censured by the. papers for circulating the report
of Amin Bey being an impostor, had no band or agen-
cy in the matter but to obey the minister resident.
This gentleman is Mr. Brown, a nephew of Commo-
dore Porter, who devoted ten years of bis life to make
himself .acquainted with the Turkish language He
has been the interpreter of the legation for many
years, and Amin Bey was placed by Mr. Webster un-

der his charge in the United States. Authentic in-
